"NEW_ SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that notifying
victims of crime when their offender is released from incarceration
transferred, or served with a protective order is vital to enhancing
the safety and nental well-being of a victim In recognition of the
victims needs, somre Washington state |ocal governnments have
i nplenented a victim notification system However, only a few | oca
governments have inplenented these systenms which are presently not
connected to an interoperable statew de system

The legislature has learned that nineteen states have passed
legislation to inplenent a statewi de interoperable victimnotification
system The legislature has also |learned that the statewide city and
county jail booking and reporting system as created by RCW 36. 28A. 040,
could efficiently be enhanced to include a statew de automated victim
information and notification system It is the intent of this act to
provide victinms throughout our state with the know edge they need to
secure their physical and nental well -being.

Sec. 2. RCW36.28A.040 and 2001 ¢ 169 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) No later than July 1, 2002, the Washington association of
sheriffs and police chiefs shall inplenent and operate an electronic
statewde city and county jail booking and reporting system The
system shall serve as a central repository and instant information
source for offender information and jail statistical data. The system
((shalt)) nmay be placed on the Washington state justice information
network and be capable of conmmunicating electronically with every
Washi ngton state city and county jail and with all other Washington
state crimnal justice agencies as defined in RCW10.97. 030.
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(2) After the Washington association of sheriffs and police chiefs
has inplenmented an electronic jail booking system as described in
subsection (1) of this section, if a city or county jail or |aw
enforcenent agency receives state or federal funding to cover the
entire cost of inplenmenting or reconfiguring an electronic jail booking
system the city or county jail or Ilaw enforcenent agency shal
i npl ement or reconfigure an electronic jail booking systemthat is in
conpliance with the jail booking system standards devel oped pursuant to
subsection (4) of this section.

(3) After the Washington association of sheriffs and police chiefs
has inplenmented an electronic jail booking system as described in
subsection (1) of this section, city or county jails, or |aw
enforcenent agencies that operate electronic jail booking systens, but
choose not to accept state or federal noney to inplenment or reconfigure
electronic jail booking systens, shall electronically forward jail
booking information to the Wshington association of sheriffs and
police chiefs. At a mnimum the information forwarded shall include
the name of the offender, vital statistics, the date the of fender was
arrested, the offenses arrested for, the date and tine an offender is

rel eased or transferred froma city or county jail, and if avail abl e,
the mug shot. The electronic format in which the information is sent
shall be at the discretion of the city or county jail, or |aw

enforcenent agency forwarding the information. City and county jails
or |l aw enforcenent agencies that forward jail booking information under
this subsection are not required to conply with the standards devel oped
under subsection (4)(b) of this section.

(4) The Washi ngton association of sheriffs and police chiefs shal
appoi nt, convene, and nmanage a statewide jail booking and reporting
system standards conmm ttee. The commttee shal | i ncl ude
representatives fromthe Washi ngton associ ation of sheriffs and police
chiefs correction commttee, the information service board' s justice
information commttee, the judicial information system at |east two
i ndividuals who serve as jailers in a city or county jail, and other
i ndi vidual s that the Wshington association of sheriffs and police
chiefs places on the coomittee. The commttee shall have the authority
t o:

(a) Develop and anend as needed standards for the statew de jai
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booki ng and reporting system and for the information that nust be
contained within the system At a mninmum the systemshall contain:
(i) The offenses the individual has been charged wth;

(1i) Descriptive and personal information about each offender
booked into a city or county jail. At a mninmum this information
shall contain the offender's nane, vital statistics, address, and
mugshot ;

(ti1) Information about the offender while in jail, which could be

used to protect crimnal justice officials that have future contact
with the offender, such as nedical conditions, acts of violence, and
ot her behavi or probl ens;

(i1v) Statistical data indicating the current capacity of each jail
and the quantity and category of offenses charged,

(v) The ability to communicate directly and inmmediately wth the
city and county jails and other crimnal justice entities; and

(vi) The date and tinme that an of fender was rel eased or transferred
froma local jail

(b) Devel op and anend as needed operational standards for city and
county jail booking systens, which at a mninmum shall include the type
of information collected and transmitted, and the technical

requi renents needed for the city and county jail booking system to
communicate with the statewi de jail booking and reporting system

(c) Devel op and anend as needed standards for allocating grants to
city and county jails or law enforcenent agencies that wll be
i npl enenting or reconfiguring electronic jail booking systens.

and notification system shall be added to the city and county jai
booking and reporting system The system shall:

(i) Automatically notify a registered victim via the victins
choice of telephone, letter, or e-nail when any of the follow ng events
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affect an offender housed in any Washington state city or county j|ai
or departnent of corrections facility:

(A) Is transferred or assigned to another facility:;

(B) Is transferred to the custody of another agency outside the
st at e;

(€ Is given a different security classification;

(D) Is released on tenporary |eave or otherw se;

(E) I's discharged;

(F) Has escaped; or

(G Has been served with a protective order that was requested by
the victim

(ii) Automatically notify a reqgistered victim via the victins
choice of telephone, letter, or e-nmail when an offender has:

(A) An upcomng court event where the victimis entitled to be
present, if the court information is nade available to the statew de
automated victim infornmation and notification system adm nistrator at
the WAshi ngton associ ation of sheriffs and police chiefs;

(B) An upcom ng parole, pardon, or comunity supervision hearing;

(G A change in the offender's parole, probation, or comunity
supervi sion status including:

(1) A change in the offender's supervision status; or

(I'l1) A change in the offender's address;

(iii) Automatically notify a reqgistered victim via the victins
choice of telephone, letter, or e-mail when a sex offender has:

(A) Updated his or her profile information with the state sex
of fender reqistry; or

(B) Becone nonconpliant with the state sex offender reqgistry;

(iv) Permt a registered victimto receive the npst recent status
report for an offender in any WAshington state city and county jail
departnment of corrections, or sex offender registry by calling the
statewide automated victim information and notification system on a
toll-free telephone nunber or by accessing the statew de autonated
victiminformation and notification systemvia a public web site. Al
registered victinse calling the statewi de autonmated victim information
and notification systemw ||l be given the option to have live operator
assi stance to help use the programon a twenty-four hour, three hundred
sixty-five day per year basis,;
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(v) Permit a crine victim<to reqgister, or reqgistered victimto
update, the victims registration information for the statew de
automated victiminformation and notification systemby calling a toll -
free tel ephone nunber or by accessing a public web site; and

(vi) Ensure that the offender information contained within the
statewide automated victim infornation and notification system is
updated frequently to tinely notify a crine victimthat an of fender has
been released or discharged or has escaped. However, the failure of
the statewi de automated victiminfornmation and notification systemto
provide notice to the victim does not establish a separate cause of
action by the victim against state officials, local officials, |aw
enforcenent officers, or any related correctional authorities.

(b) An appointed or elected official, public enployee, or public
agency as defined in RCW 4.24.470, or units of governnent and its
enployees, as provided in RCW 36.28A.010, are immune from civil
liability for danages for any release of infornmation or the failure to
release information related to the statewide automated victim
information and notification systemand the jail booking and reporting
system as described in this section, so long as the rel ease was w t hout
gross negligence. The imunity provided under this subsection applies
to the release of relevant and necessary information to other public
officials, public enployees, or public agencies, and to the genera
public.

(c) Participation in the statewi de automated victiminformation and
notification program satisfies any obligation to notify the crinme
victimof an offender's custody status and the status of the offender's
upcom ng court events so |ong as:

(i) Information nmaking of fender and case data available is provided
on a tinely basis to the statew de automated victim information and
notification program and

(ii) Information a victim submts to register and participate in
the victim notification systemis only used for the sole purpose of
victimnotification.

(d) Automated victim information and notification systens in
exi stence and operational as of the effective date of this act shal
not be required to participate in the statew de system
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. In Washington any vendor contracted to
provi de a statew de automated victimnotification service nust deliver
the service with a m nimum of 99.95-percent availability and with | ess
than an average of one-percent notification errors as a result of the
vendor's technol ogy."
